It is announced that “following Wash­ 
ington's example,” the Spanish govern­ 
ment will “instruct Spanish warships 
to visit a few American ports.” 
Admiral Chacon, the admiral of the 
fleet, has arrived here and had a long 
conference with Admiral Bermejo. the 
minister of marine. 
Ho asserted that

It is said at tile navy d e trim e n t that 
as mutters stand there is no call for 
further instructions at present to Cap­ 
tain Sigsbee, who is permitted to use 
his own discretion in dealing with the 
events of the day, although he has boon 
enjoined to consult freely with Consul 
General Lee, aud was also minutely in­ 
structed b Ion* he arrived at Havana, 
as to rile wishes of the secretary of tho 
uuvy. 
Because the Muine’s men must remain 
ii mb r t his close restriction, it is likely 
that the ship will not be kept long in 
Havana harbor, but that she will be re­ 
placed iii the course of a few weeks by 
one of the cruisers, such as the Marble­ 
head or the Montgomery. 
It is not 
deemed proper to venture oho of the 
heavy draft battleships, like the Iowa 
or Indiana, into Havana harbor, save in 
an emergency, because it would be a 
needless exposure of the vessels to ac­ 
cident. 
The Spanish government has a numer­ 
ous fleet in Cuban waters, but most of 
the craft are small gunboats, usedjfor 
maintaining the blockade against fili­ 
busters.

"For my own part,” said th* doctor, 
with a shrug, **I would prefer not to be 
shot at all, whether in the heart, head, 
lung*, liver or brain, and yet I have 
taken note of many rating recently in 
which person* have sustained gunshot 
wounds of supposedly fatal character 
who are still alive aud going about their 
bn si n oh s. ” 
The doctor and his companion were 
panging a down town museum when the 
conversation took this turn. 
Among 
the freaks pictured and caricatured iii , 
front of the building wan a man with a 
ragged bullet wound tom through his 
heart— which orgau wan vividly exposed 
in the flaring daub— while the angel of 
death wag hovering over him, ready to 
snatch him away at any moment. 
“ Then,” Maid the doctor’a friend, "a 
shot or a Htab in the heart is not neces­ 
sarily fatal, as it is understood by mod* 
era surgery?” 
"Not at a ll,” returned the doctor. 
"Bot, of Cl mr ne, we are not speaking of 
woundg as big aud terrible ag the one 
in that museum picture. That ig appar­ 
ently even worse than the thrust re­ 
ceived by Mercutio— looks about as deep 
as a well ami as wide as a church door. 
No man who has been wounded like 
that ever survives more titan a minute. 
"That man in the museum is alleged 
to be Charles B. Nelson, who was m ys­ 
teriously shot one evening while in the 
company of Mrs. I'M itll Marguerite Sta­ 
ples in Washington park. The shooting 
occurred on a night five months ago, 
and the man with an ounce of h ad in 
his heart is still alive. 
Whether he 
sleeps well and has a good appetite I 
am unable to say. 
He was formerly a 
cyclist of slime note. 
Nelson s breast 
was subjected to the X rays, aud, ac­ 
cording to Heliographs which were made 
at the time, the bullet lodged iii the 
septum of the heart— the fourfold par 
tition of muscular fiber that divides the 
interior of that orgau into right aud left 
anricles and ventricles. 
There it lins 
continued to throb up and down about 
100,000 times a day ever since that mys­ 
terious shoot mg, and at every pulsation 
refuting the old theory of medical soli 
Mice that tho touch of hostile metal ti 
man's heart brings death. 
"The most skillful and daring sur­ 
geon on earth, if lie were asked to r* 
move tho bullet from Nelson’s heart 
would shake his head in the negative. 
Bo this mail must carry Ids leaden hail- 
(Heap as long as life shall last. 
Beams 
strange, doesn't it? 
"Ami yet, notwithstanding what I 
have said, we have surgisius nowadays 
who do undertake aud carry to a sue* I 
cuNgful conclusion Operations on 
the 
heart. This is done by opening thokier 1 • 
cardinm, for example, iii cases of drop­ 
sy of the heart, and drawing off the 
fluid by aspiration. 
A luau may havo 
his heart punctured with the point of a j 
knife or a needle aud still recover from 
the injury 
It used to bo held that 
wounds of til is character were invaria­ 
bly fatal. 
But a wound of the heart is 
not necessarily fatal, as is shown in the j 
case where a ueedlo was removed by 
Callender from the substance of that 
organ. 
Cases of like nature have been 
reported by Ors. Halm, Agnew, Biola* 
nor aud others. 
More than 50 oases 
where rupture of the heart walls did 
not result in immediate death are re­ 
ported by Dr. D. J. Hamilton, a well 
known Scotch surgeon and pathologist, 
"The case of Poole, a prizefighter, 
was one of the most remarkable. Poole 
was shot in the heart while engaged in 
an encounter with a man named Baker, 
in New Jersey, in J 855. To all outward 
apparance he recovered rapidly and in 
four days felt so well that lie expresses] 
a wish to finish the interrupted contest. 
Twelve days later, however, he sudden­ 
ly dropped to the ground. 
Within live 
minutes he was dead. 
"More remarkable still, perhaps, an 
the numerous injuries to the bruin ami 
spiual cord, which on first, view would 
bo pronounced fatal aud yet from which 
the wounded persons recover. At Val­ 
paraiso, Ind., a man named Herbert J 
Fish while in a tit of temporary insan­ 
ity put a ..'lh caliber bullet through his 
brain, and at last accounts he was still 
alive aud apparently getting well. Th* 
bullet, by all accounts, passed through 
the right and loft anterior hemisphere* 
of the brain, lodging finally in the pos­ 
terior bone wall of the left eye rocket 
In its course the ball destroyed a Iarg< 
amount of brain matter. 
At the same 
time it out the optic nerves of both eyes, 
destroying the sight. 
In some way the 
seuso of smell, too, was destroyed. 
“ Many Chicagoans w ill remember a 
tragedy at the Briggs House in this city 
several years ago, in which a man who 
was shot in the brum got well. 
J. 8 
McDonnell, a well known veterinary 
surgeon, and his wife were boarders at 
the hotel. It was in August, 1887. One 
day there was a great uproar aud excite 
ment over a shooting affray in the apart­ 
ments of the McDonnells. In the quar­ 
rel McDonnell was shot by his wife, the 
bullet entering the side of his hciql in 
the parietal bone above the ear aud pen­ 
etrating the brain. 
W ithin the uoxt 48 
hours the hall was removed by Dr. Lis­ 
ten H, Montgomery, aqd &e wounded 


man got well. 
Tile wire at mo same 
time shot herself in th6 head, but her 
injuries wt ro not serious. Old time doc­ 
tors used to pronounce wounds like that 
of McDonnell's fatal in every inst Slice 
and made very little effort to save the 
patient. Brain injuries are most serious 
and most often prove fatal when they 
occur mar tho base of the brain.— Chi

The use of coffee as a disinfectant is 
generally known, bat it is doubtful if 
the majority of people are aware of its 
true value in this direction. They prob­ 
ably know that it is handy and harm­ 
less, but besides those qualities it is 
really one of the most powerful and 
effective agents known, as' has been 
shown by repeated experiments. In one 
case a quantity of meat was placed in 
a closo room and allowed to decompose. 
A ( hating dish was then introduced and 
500 grams of coffee were thrown on 
the fire. 
Iii a few minutes the room 
had been entirely disinfected. 
Iii an­ 
other room the fumes of sulphureted 
hydrogen and ammonia wert) developed, 
and tho sm ell— which no words can ex- 
press— was destroyed iii half a minute j 
ty the use cif 90 grams of coffee. As 
a proof that the noxious smells are real­ 
ly decomposed and not merely overpow­ 
ered by the fumes of coffee, it is stated 
that the first vapors of the coffee are not 
smelled at ail and are therefore chem­ 
ically absorbed, while the other smells 
gradually diminish as the fumigation 
continues. The merest “ pinch” of coffee 
is usually sufficient to cleanse a sick 
room, even in aggravated cases. 
The 
hest wuy to employ it is to freshly 
pound the coffee in a mortar, if no m ill 
is at hand, aud sprinkle it on a red hot 
iron surface.— New York Ledger.

A 
finch of it is thrown toward the sun 
i und then toward the four winds for 
, help in w ar or the chase, is put on the 
trail of a snake to prevent harm from 
it, placed on the tongue of the tired 
hunter as a restorative, hung in bags 
round the necks of infants as a preserv­ 
ative and sprinkled on the dead. In 
fact, every action of these Indians is 
sanctified by this powder, so that, as 
Captain Bourke writes in the ninth 
volume of “ The Report of the Bureau 
of Ethnology” (Smithsonian), “ plenty 
of hoddentin has come to mean that a 
particular performance or place is sa­ 
cred.”

Now that the cold light of science 
ha* thrown it* ruy upon the most re­ 
mote parts of our globe, there is no 
longer room for legendary creatures-- 
wavo the *ea serpent—and we ate told 
that the mermaid is nothing more than 
a dugong, a unicorn cither a rhinoceros 
or a Tibetan antelope, while the cock­ 
atrice, the phoenix and the roc appear 
to be pore imaginations.

W ith Marguerite Sta­ 
ples in Washington park. The shooting 
occurred on a night Ave months ago, 
and the man with an ounce of lead iii 
his heart is still alive. 
Whether he 
sleeps well and has a good appetite I 
am unable to say. 
He was formerly a 
cyclist of some note. 
Nelson ’s breast 
was subjected to the X rays, ami, ac­ 
cording to sciographs which were ma*Ie 
at the time, tho bullet lodged in the 
neptnm of the heart—the fourfold par 
titiou of muscular fiber that divides the 
interior of that orgau into right aud left 
auricles aud ventricles. 
Then* it has 
continued lo throb up aud down about 
100,000 times a day ever since that mys­ 
terious shooting, and at every pulsation 
refuting the old theory of medical *c« 
» ucc that the to u ch of hostile metal t< 
uuuu's heart bring* death. 
"The most skillful and daring Mir 
goon ou earth, if he were a«ked to r«* 
move the bullet from Nelson’s heart 
would shake hi* head in the negative. 
N> this luau must carry hit! leaden han­ 
dicap as long as life shall last. 
Seems 
strange, doesn't it? 
"And yet, notwithstanding what I 
have said. we have surgeons nowadays 
who do undertake aud carry to a suc­ 
cessful note I UM* ai operations ou the 
beati. This is done bv opening the'fieri - 
cardiant, for example, iii case* of drop­ 
sy of the heart, aud drawing off the 
fluid by aspiration. 
A man may hat* 
his heart punctured with the point of a » 
knife or a nu die ami still recover from 
the injury 
lr used to tie held that 
wounds o! this character were invaria­ 
bly fatal. 
But a wound of the heart is 
not necessarily fatal, as is showu in the j 
cane where a ueedle was removed by 
Callender from the substance of that | 
organ.

C o ft* m a D M n fle tu l. 
The u*e of coffee as a disinfectant is 
generally known, bot it is doubtful if 
the m ajority of people are aware of its 
true value in this direction. They prob­ 
ably know tbat it is bandy and barm­ 
ie**, bot besides these qualities it is 
really one of the most powerful and 
effective agents known, as' has been 
shown by repeated experiment*. In one 
case a quantity of meat wa* placed in 
a close room and allowed to decompose. 
A ' hating dish was then introduced and 
500 gram* of coffee were thrown on 
the Are. 
Iii a few minute* the room 
had been entirely disinfected. 
In au­ 
ntlier room the fume* of sulphureted 
hydrogen and ammonia were developed, 
and the smell—which no word* can ex­ 
press—was destroyed in half a minute 
iy the um* of OO grams of coffee. As 
a proof that the noxious smell* an* real­ 
ly decomposed and not merely overpow 
ered by the fumes of coffee, it is stated 
that the Amt vapor* of the coffee are not 
*meilt*d at all and are therefore chem­ 
ically absorbed, while the other smells 
gradually dimiui*h as the fumigation 
continue*. The merest * ’piuch” of coffee 
is usually sufficient to cleans** a sick 
room, even iii aggravated cases. 
The 
best way to employ it ii* to freshly 
pound the coff'*e in a mortar, if no mill 
is at hand, uml sprinkle it on a red hot 
iron surface.—New York Ledger.

Colored P orter Precented W ith a Gold 
W atch aud Chain For H eroism . 
Thomas E. Griffin, a colored porter 
connected with the Wagner car service 
on the New York Central railroad, is 
the happiest factotum of a palace car 
extant. 
Griffin runs on what is known 
as the Buffalo express. 
This was the

Lord Douglas, the eldest son of the 
Marquis of Queeusberry, was a passen­ 
ger in Griffin’s car when the accident 
occurred.

Mr. Depew said in 
bis speech: 
"A man has two sources of pleasure 
in an affair of this kind.

the other is the substantial and gener­ 
ous appreciation of the oue benefited 
and the knowledge that the company 
understand* aud appreciates. I give you 
this watch on behalf of Lord Douglas, 
who has certainly acted in a most gen­ 
erous munuer.
